1. The North Korean Ministry of Railroad Transportation! has officer training 
schools at the following places: ‘Taesa-dong (126-43, 41-27) (CA-0991), Kanggye 
(126-36, 40-58) (BA~9837), and Kogonwon (130-11, 42-38) (EC-9720). Ministry 
of Railroad Transportation officers give instruction for 6 hours each day 
under thé direction of Soviet advisers. Five courses are taught at the schools. 
These courses of instruction and the number of students in each are as follows: 
engineering, 100 students; construction, 49 students; operations, 40 students: 
communications, 50 students: and administration, 30 students. 


2. The three schools are commanded by KIM Man-pae (6855/5502/1014). The deputy 
commander is PAK Yong-chin (2613/5391/6966), and the head of the Engineering 
Department is YUN To-muk (1438/6670/7817) .
